Nearly all the upper cabins have been secured as 
wtll as many others, and the indications are t h it 
her passenger list will be larger than on any pro- 
vious voyage. She will sail for Europe on the 
31st. sit. 

The Prussian Election. — The election for 
deputies to tho Prussian Lower House lock place 
on the 8th inst. The result is a complete triumph 
of the Liberalp. and a signal rebuke given to the 
King, as well as the Von der Hejdt Ministry. 
The exact complexion of the new Ucuse was not 
known at the latest date;; but no doubt existed 
that the Opposition bad secured an almost over- 
wheming nuj >rity, obliging the Ministry to aban- 
don its reactionary policy or resign, miles • the 
King ia willing to encounter the risks of a revo- 
lution. The number of electors in Prussia, out of 
a population of eighteen millions, is ninety-nine 
thousand six hundred end thirty, of which num- 
ber fully five thousand are in the army. Tho 
number who voted was about sixty-three thou 
sand. It ia believed these who refrained from to 
doing belonged to the Ministerial interest, as the 
Progressists party were exceedingly active. 
Nearly all the members of the Cabinet were de- 
feated. At Tilsit, Von der Heydt had only twen- 
ty-five votes against three hundred and eighty- 
fix for his opponent. The nine members from 
Berlin are all Liberals.

An 
examination of the imprint of Ihe "American 
Bank Note Company," near the right band side 
of the bill at the bottom, will show the letters to 
be irregular. This, together with other imper- 
fections is the engraving, will, upon a careful 
examination, expose the counterfeit. 

Sodden Death.— The Cincinnati Commercial 
records ths demise of James Uainsworth, of New- 
port, Ky., of lockjiw. Mr. Hainaworth had two 
of his fingers painfully crushed about two weeks 
ago, by the falling timbers of a fence he was re- 
moving, but nothing serious was apprehended 
until Friday, when he was seized with lockjsw, 
producing his death on Saturday. Deceased was 
highly esteemed for his upright life and hia fair 
dealings In all its business relations. He was a 
practical humanitarian, and as such will be missed, 
but not soon forgotten.

The Cf.nsiis or Missouri. — Some interesting 
facts, as well as material for valuable deductions, 
are furnished by the ceasus tables published in 
another column, showing the population of Mis- 
souri by counties, classified according to condition, 
and also tbe number of Blave owners in each 
c unty of this State. 

Douglas county is the only one in the State in 
which there are no slaves. There are twonty- 
four counties in which tbe number of slaves is 
lesa than one hundred each, the average being 
about forty-six. 

Lafayette has the largest number, 6.374, or 
about one-eighteenth of the whole number in the 
State. There are twenty counties having an av- 
erage of 3.5G6, and an aggregate of 71,338, or 
about 62 per cent, of tbe whole number in the 
State. 

There are 113 counties in Missouri. It will be 
observed that there are 2 1,632 slave owners in the 
State to 114,931 slaves, the ratio being i% slaves 
to one owner. 

These are small holdings and indicate the de- 
cline of the institution, for where slavery is vig- 
orous and has free course, the tendency is to large 
proprietorship, both of slaves and land. Even in 
this Slate, the same fact is indicated. Thus the 
counties of Barton, Carter, Harrison, Mercer, Or- 
egon, Pu'nam, Reynolds, Schualer, Stone, and 
Texas, are the smallest in slave population. These 
ten counties have 29G slaves to 130 owners— an 
average of a little more than two to each— while 
in Lafyette the average of slaves to each owner 
is nearlv seven. 

Th«sa tables afford a curious subject of study in 
various p ints of view. It ia to be remembered, 
however, that these are the results of the census 
ef 1360, ard that a very great change has taken 
place withi.i the bast two years, eo that a similar 
census to-day would give returns widely differ- 
ent, — 8t. Louis Democrat. 



The Cumberland Prksbvterian General 
Assembly.— Tha late meeting of this Assembly 
was held in Oweneboro, Ky. During its sessions a 
paternal and harmonious spirit prevailed. It has 
never permitted itself to iotrrmeddlo with civij 
affairs which belong to the Commonwealth. It 
still occupies a conservative s and- point betweon 
the rock on the ono band and the whirlpool e,n the 
other. If an uueectional, benevolent, kind, cath- 
olic and godly temper does not provail in the 
religious bodies of Ihe country, whero can it tie 
looked foi? Si ch a temper would haa-e a b.-appy 
tendency to aid in restoring and maintaining uni- 
ty ard peace in tbe nation. 

O.i Monday, 10 h of Mav, the fourth day of Ihe 
sitting of the Assembly, tho following roport, re- 
garding this time of trial, was adopted unani 
mously. The Committoe was composed of citi- 
zens of the f. Mowing State-: Kentucky, Missouri, 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsylvania: 

REPORT OF THK C 'MMITTKE OS THE 8TATK 
OF THK UUXROH. 
Ths Committee submit the following as their 
report: 

Since the last meeting of this body, the Church 
his been passing thmu<h a sivere ordeal. No 
small irjurv to her spiritual and temporal in'eros' 
has resulted from tbe crisis of public affairs, re 
ligious and civil. 

W hi le in somo portions of the church there have 
been precious rovlvals of religion, still there - an 
evident want of au earnest- hearts:) Christianity. 
In view of this, we most earneslly urge upon our 
ministers and paople fully to follow the great 
Teacher, and learn of Him, who is meek and lowly 
in heart, that they may find rest to thoir sculs, 
and bear their testimony unwaveringly in sup- 
port of tbe eaerlasting principles of Christianity 
and Christian patriotism. 

Our church in its teachings on the su 1 j act of 
our duties to tho civil government, has in iis doc- 
trine, drawn, as we believe, from the wrrd of 
Gt d, set up a pure and lofty standard of Chris- 
tian morality, included in which is tho doctrine 
that Government is God's institution, not a mere 
human regulation, and that obedienca iu its con- 
stitutional tphere is a religious as well as a civil 
obligation. 

This doctrine is particularly set firth and ex- 
plained in our Confession of Faith, Chapt' r 
XXIII, Src'ion I: "It is the duty of the paople 
to pray for magis'rates, to honor their person', 
to pay them tribute and other duties, to rJaSi 
their lawful commands, and to be subject to their 
authority, for conscience' sake. Infidelity or in- 
difference in religion doth not make void the 
magistrate's just ar.d legal authority, nor free 
tbe people from their due obedienco to him from 
which ecl'si astical persoi s are not exempted." 

Chap XX, Sec 1: "And because the powers 
avhich God hath ordained, and the liberty which 
Christ hath pu'ehased, are not intended by Grcl 
to destroy, but mutually to upbo!d and presorvo 
one another; thoy who, upon protonce of Christian 
liberty, ahall oppose any lawful power, or Ihe 
lawful exercise of It, whether it be civil or eccle- 
sias'ical, resist the ordinance of Gid And for 
their publishing of such opinions, or mai..tainipg 
of such practices as are contrary to tbe light of 
nature or to the known principles of Christianity, 
whether concerning faith, worship, or conversa- 
tion; or the power of gcdlines.-; or such erroneous 
opinions or practices ■- either in their own na- 
ture or in the manner of publishing or maintain- 
ing are destructive to the external prsco and or- 
der which Cbrint hath establish 'd in the church; 
they may lawfully be called to account, and pro- 
ceeded against by the consors of the church." 

Regardiug our duties to civil government, wo 
refer our ministers and psople to the aferomen- 
tioned article of our f aith as tha utterance of 
this Assembly on t he sul j ct. In connection with 
thil, we invite their nttAn'lon to, and strict ob- 
servance of, chapter XXXI, section 4: "Synods 
and councils are to bardie or ctnclude rothing 
I, at that which ia ecclesiastical, and are not to in- 
termeddle with civil affairs, which concern the 
Ceimmonwealth unless by way of humble petition 
in cases ex'raordinary, or by way of advice for 
satisfaction of conscience, if they bs thereto re- 
quired by the civil magistrate." 
jf^Rtsotvid, That la tbe teaching of our crnfassion 
of faitb, as well as in our admirabla civil consti- 
tution, church and State are wisely kept apart, 
and the principle established that ecclesiastical 
legislation is not needed for the State, nor civil 
legislation, except, for security (f person and 
proporty, which is a political right, for the 
cbnrcb. 

Resolred, That in this time of trial, we apprort 
and re indorse unequivocally the above mentioned 
article of our faitb, and agraeably tberoto, we at 
all 1 imes bold ourselves accountable for our eccle- 
siastical relations and conduct to the church. 

Resolved, Tba*. we doeply depl ire the cirnage 
and demoral'zing tendencies of a war of brothers. 

Resolved, That in the prt-sent criaia of cor public 
affairs, we regard Ilia church and the nation es- 
pecially called upon to humble themselves lufore 
God for their many and grievous sins, imploring 
his assistance in bringing the warto a speedy con • 
clu'ion in a ritehteous peaco. 

Relolved, That in tbi<;time of confused passim 
we aaill, so far as in us lies, endeavor to allay and 
rot exasperate the feeling of those who differ from 
us; and we moat earnestly ad i ise our ministers 
and members to cultivate forbearance and concili-

Tbe work of de- 
struction upon the oat crop basalreadvcsmmenccl 
in some localises. Tbe weather i< very drv, 
and corn is yet in the clods, but its fate depends 
upon tbe future season. Tobacco plants are very 
scarce, ard tbe fly has not vet cea s ed its ravages. 
It is the provailing opinion among farmers, that, 
under the most favorable circumstances, not moro 
than half crops of wheat and tobacco can l>e 
raised.

A gate keeper 
will be placed at tbe entrance, and no one will be 
permitted to enter, on foot or otherwise, during 
the week or on Sundays, without a lot holder's 
ticket or a permit, which can bs obtained by ap- 
plication to either of the Trustees. The Trustees 
have ordered that the rules be stiictlr enforced

fW We give, elsewhere, remarks from three 
papers, the Maysyillo (Ky.) Eagle, the Shelby - 
ville (Ky.) News, ami the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, in regard to the projected guorilla 
warfare in Kentucky. There cannot bo a 
ahadow of rational doubt that the secession- 
ists- of our State have boon secretly devising 
and arranging the plans and means of such a 
system of warfare for some months, and that 
now they are about ready to go actively to 
their woik— to the work of robbing, burning, 
capturing, and hanging. That they intend to 
do this is as certain as any fact under heaven. 

We arc all fully warned as to what wo are 
to expect, and, if we are not fully prepared 
for it, it is high time wo were. Unless the 
most vigorous and extended means bo adopted 
to intimidate our rebels and mako them forego 
or suspend the execution of their conspiracy, 
the wholo loyal population of our Stato will 
Boon be roused and startled by event* of the 
most fearful character. But wo have confi- 
dence that the military authorities who now 
have matters in charge among us are exactly 
tbe men tat their places, men lacking neither 
in Bagacity nor resolve nor energy, and wo beg 
leave to assure them that they cannot easily, 
in this great crisis, outstrip in their measures 
the patriotic sentiment of our people. What- 
ever is necessary to protect Kentucky from 
brigandage will be not only tolerated but ap- 
plauded. Thero need be no doubt of this. 

We would repeat on all proper occasions the 
expression of our conviction, that, inasmuch 
as it is obviously impossible, no matter what 
forces we may employ, to prevent all rebel out- 
rages upon so extensive an area as that of 
Kentucky, our authorities will clearly see the 
expediency and the necessity of holding rebel 
aiders, rebel abettors, and rebel .sympathisers 
responsible in property and in person for all 
such doings of rebel guerilla bands as may be 
in violation of the recognized laws of civilized 
warfare. 



47*Mr. Cobden' has taken a step in advance 
of tbe international code regulating belligerent* 
and neutrals, as laid down by the Declaration 
of Paris, and proposes to do away wi:h block- 
ade* entirely. If Mr. Marcy's proposition, 
which looked to the uninterrupted transit ot 
all private property, n it contraband of war, 
had been entertained, our country might pos- 
sibly have been prepared for the progress in- 
dicated by Mr. Cobden. But we received 
monitions, both from the British Parliament 
and press, pending tho negotiations upon the 
Trent affair, which lead us to be as distrustful 
of English sincerity as Rome was of Punic 
faith. The London Times did not scruple to 
assert that the miaibt of tho British Govern- 
ment dictated the rights ot neutrals, and that 
what it bad conceded when a weak power, 
could not b3 respected in its days of piwer and 
presumed naval supremacy. The Earl of 
Malmcsbury, in Parliament, referring to the 
Code as settled at I'ari--, declared, that, "if 
a war broka out between the parties to 
that Declaration, wo do not think that a 
great maritime country, like Eagland, would 
be bound by it — circumstances would be too 
strong for an adbosion to it." Now wo do not 
believe in this law of "circumstance," es- 
pecially win' a John Bull is to have its inter- 
pretation and mould it to suit his interests, 
convenience and pleasure. If we arc to have 
a code by which all civilized nations will agree 
to be rogulattd, the government of the United 
States can afford to be as liberal in conces- 
sions aa any of its rivals in the old world, but 
Malmesbury'a position was not attacked from 
the conservative sida of the Parliament, nor 
dkl it bring down upon him the indignant 
comments of the press; on tho contrary, his 
lordship reiterated his Itob Roy code of ethics 
and tho newspapers preserved a silence which 
savored strongly of sympathy. We don't 
believe therefore that Mr. Cobden's proposi- 
tion will meet with lavor among the panic* to 
the Paris Declaration, and wo are confident 
that it will be scouted by our Government 
until Great Britain can show that she feels a 
disposition to act fairly and is actuated by a 
sincere desire to disarm war of its horrors 
and permit belligerents to pursue harmless 
traffic in the necessaries and comforts of life, 
without being amenable to seizure and confis- 
cation. The statesmen of Eagland aro very 
ingenious in their devices to get rid of the 
blockade of our Southern ports, but they lose 
eight of the only efficacious and prompt mode, 
which is to frown upon the rebellion that 
marks its path by bonfires of the great staple 
of the world's industry and darkens tho waters 
of our rivers by the wanton destruction of to- 
bacco. "In the interests of civilization," 
had they pursued this plan a year since, there 
would now have been no starvation in the 
manufacturing districts of Eagland, and every 
spindlo throughout their imperial realm would 
have been in active operation. But they co- 
quetted with the rebel States, until they alien- 
ated the sympathies of their former friends, 
and now the American Government can feel 
little or no disposition to enter into any ar- 
rangements which may have the effect to re- 
lieve them. There is a fealty due from the 
nations of Europo to the United States as a 
country of civilized progress, which must be 
restored and respactfully preserved, and until 
this is done they are no less tho enemies of 
our Government than are tho rebels who havo 
taken up arms to desti oy it. 

ftgyThe violent secession paper at Carroll- 
ton in this State was recently stopped for a 
time. We see that it has been revived, and 
that it is still a secession sheet — as violent as 
it dares to be, and evidently experimenting to 
see how far it can safely venture. It adver- 
tises for a convention of the State Rights par- 
ty, meaning the rebel party, to be held at 
Carrollton or Owenton on tho first Saturday 
in June, to nominate rebel candidates for Cir- 
cuit Judge and Commonwealth's Attorney. 
And here is a paragraph from it in relation to 
John Morgan and his banditti: 

An effort is being made, it is said, to get Iroopa 
brought to Carrollton. Don't those who are 
making it know that John Morgan may wake 
tnem up some of these morning. 1 ? But perhaps 
ther don't believe the rumors about this bold 
man. They may dream cf security, and or ha- 
rassing their political enemies here, only to w„ka 
up to a reality that will be provoking. Won't 
they learn wisdom? 

A paper so utterly rebel in its proclivities 
and its intended influences has no right to ex- 
pect to be tolerated in Kentucky while the 
State is under loyal rule. An extinguisher 
should be clapped upon the Carrollton rush- 
light. •

Coming as a conqueror, you need not tho inter 
poiilion of the city authorities to possess Ibis 
place An unfortified city, an entirely defence 
le<s people, have no alteration but to vield to an 
irresistiiile foroe, or useless to imperil innocent 
bleed Formalities are absurd in the face of sucb 
realities. 

So far as the city authorities can pr-vent there 
will be no opposition to your possession of the 
city; i hey cannot, however, guarantee that your 
flag shall wave unmoles'ed in the sight of an ex 
cited peopli ; but such authority as they passes' 
will be exeicised for the preservation of good 
order in Ihe ci"y. 

As to properly belonging to Ihe Confederate 
S'ates tbev are not aware of any such within th« 
limits of Ihe C'ty.

Four of the Federal gunboats weighed anchor 
at Natchez at r-ix o'clock last evening, and started 
up the river. Four others were still at Na'chcz, 
looking after affairs there— the city still refusing 
to surrender. We hear it intima'ed that there ie 
no officer on the fleet cl ithed w ith authority to act 
under the circums'ances, and that Farragut or 
Butler has been sent af.er. 

Tbe Memphis Avalanche of tbe 17th inst. say?: 

From New Orleans we have little new, save 
the startling announcement that tbe Federals sro 
recruiting there, Butler appealing lo Ihe poor and 
fieding them, wbile he strives to nurss tbe irrita 
tions of want into hatred of the rich.

KENTUCKY. 
We have reliuble information that between two 
and three hundred armed and mounted secession- 
ists passed through Kentontown ou Saturdsy 
ight going eastward. Oa their jonrneys these 
men have made their boast that Maysv-illo is 
doomed. Their purpose is to make a head in Iho 
mountains and then make a raid up->n this city. 
The secessionists here drop ominous hints about 
guerilla warfare aod intimate that it is Mly for 
Northern Kentucky to expect to remain at peat: i. 
They are evidently apprised of the movements 
at d intentions cf their friends. And we tell them 
now that it is folly fcr them to hope to be ptrmit- 
ted to remain iu this sic ion of ths country alive 
aod unnv losted af.er their robbing, biidge burn- 
ing, telegraph-wire-destroying, throat- cutting, 
barn-burning friends have been drivon cff. They 
must prepare to move off with them, or expect 
to pay luck life forlife, dollar for dollar for every 
life and dollar taken from Union men. 

[From the Sbelbyville, Ky., News of May 2d.] 
That all the leading traitors and rebels in this 
State, as we also believe in Tennessee, are fully 
ognizant of the plan of operations of their trai- 
torous leaders, is evident.

In this bu iness they have been 
helped by those among us woo are so weak or so 
wicked as to sympathies with them. Nothing can 
save Kentucky from desolation by these scoun- 
drels but vigorous action. Whether this will be 
taken before the country is startled by a wild 
raid of tbe enemy striking some important point, 
and doirg great mischitf, deponds upon the wis- 
dom ar.d vigilance of the authorities. If any- 
thing abort of the actual outbreak of guerilla war 
oa the Ohio would convince them of the necessity 
cf doing something, there is evidence that will 
bring them to a "rallying ssnse" with great ra- 
pidity.

FUUTIIE B BY THE KANGAROO. 

Cai-k Rac e, May 26. 
Great Britain — Tho news of the capture of 
New Orleans was received bv Ibe Cat ada, and 
was tbe occasion of much surprise, and considera- 
ble disbelief, but coming from Scuthern sourcss it 
was genorally argued Ibat there was no room for 
doubt. It produced no influence on the cotton 
market. 

Tho Times says it is a bard IVow for the South, 
ard a triumph for the N)rlh. It says it is anoth- 
er proof that the North can do more h-crm to the 
Confederates than the Confederates can do to 
them. 

The Times asks how it will effect England. It 
says ihs American Ministers at London and Paris 
are to!d to assure the Governments that plans are 
being matured for a mitigatioa of the blockade, 
and tbis promise his baen made from timo lo ti ne 
in Paris. This, for some weeks past, as we can 
well understand, was the most ?iLCere dieire of 
tbe Federal Government. If the Federals pw* 
sess New Orleans there is of course an end to the 
blcckade of that city. 

There is only one thing wanting — that cotton 
should come down. If the Sm'bern planters 
trust it to the Federals, ■snMsDt will doubtless be 
got to relieve the manufacturers, but if they re- 
move or djstroy their stock', or refuse to bring 
tbem down, it is hard to scy what was gained by 
the capture of New Orleans. The captcre is 
creditable to the tkill of tho N Ttb, and is also an 
item in the revenge of the Federals, but if the 
city is now to be blockaded on the land side by 
the Confederates, tho gain wi'l not be much by 
this mitigation cf the blockade.

Mr. Henderson presented a memorial from the 
citizens of Southwestern Missouri asking protec- 
tion from guerilla bands. 

Mr. Wilson, of Mass , from the Military Com- 
mittee, reported back tbe bill legalizing the ac- 
ceptance of two hundred thousand more tro'ips. 

Mr. Sumner offered a resolution that tbe Secre- 
tary of War be authorized to communicate to the 
Senate copies of any instructions to Generals in 
tbe Geld, in pursuance to the act of August, 1861, 
'•etting free the slaves employed against the 
United S'ates by their masters, and also to inform 
he Senate whotber any steps had bsen taken to 
make that statute effective. Laid over. 

Mr. Howe introducsd a bill to aid in rostoring 
order aud to preserve the public peace within in- 
surrectionary distiicts. He referred to tbe an- 
swer of the Mayor of New O lf ans to Commander 
Farragut, and that of the Mayor of Norfolk to 
General Wool, and to various other letters, as 
showing a lack of Union feeling at the South, 
where treason swaggers every place. Their 
armies are recruited by deception. Old, unchris- 
tian ministers and malignant women preach trea- 
son in the streets when it can no lender fight, 
and loyalty implores when it ought to command 

Mr. Davis referred to Gen. Hunter's proclama- 
tion, and to tbe bad policy of weakening Gen. 
Banks, leaving him to be whipped by the rebel*, 
and said he believed Secretary Stanton took 
charge of tbe army. 

Mr. Wilson, of Mass., said tbe President was

1 hoy are 
designed for no soch purpose, but to weaken tbe 
power cf the enemy — to bring about a speedy ar.d 
permanent peace. Tbey propose to take from 
the enemy the instruments of war, without 
which they could not carry on tho rebellion six 
months longer.

It is calculattd lo have an immense 
circulation, and we cannot better state the objacts 
which this uncompromising patriot had in its pre- 
paration than by coping entire Lis 
FKEFACK. 

I have prepared this wnik frcm the sioglo 
stand poin' of uccompromising dsvo'ion to ttio 
American U 'ion as established bv our fathers, and 
unmi'igated hostility to the armtd rebels wh.) are 
Basking its destruction. My ancse ore fuu-tit in 
itsdef.nc; and while their b ;>orl flown n my 
veins 1 shall instinctively recoil from bartering 
aw.v the glo.y of its pest and the prophecy of 
its future for the atxi-ied record of that vile thing, 
begotten bv fraud, crime, and bad ambition, chris- 
tened a Southern Confederacy. I cannot ex- 
change historic renown tor disgrace, na'io-al 
honor for infamy, bow splendid soever may be 
the bribe or bow violent soever may be the com 
pulsion This is my faith as an American citizen; 
and this book will sbow how sorely it has baou 
put to the test. I claim, however, no merit, 
further than that arising from the discharge of 
a simple duty both of religion and patri itism. 
Tbiiusardi of my fellow-citizsns have been rqiil- 
ly faithful among the faithless. Their sufferiogs 
may be conceived from this narrative of my own. 

Indeed, it is not from the slightest derire of 
self gloriticat ion that I have spoken so freely of 
myself. It won d have been sheer affectation of 
modesty to attempt by circumlccution f pitch 
to do otherwise. For I have, in this matter, 
rather regarded myself as a type of the large 
body of loyal people in the Border States, and 
have, accordingly, bsen ths moro unreserved, in- 
asmuch as I felt that I might assume to some 
extent to speak in their bebalf. It is important 
that our countrymen of the Nor'h should clearly 
understand the embarrassing position ot this tit-, 
and the peculiar privations they have been com- 
pelled to undergo. It is chi.fly due to tbom 
that the battle fisld of the rebellion has not been 
transferred to Northern homes. Their geogra- 
phical location and political elements are men 
that, upon the toil which they inhabit, lo>aliy 
and treason have overlapped, ard beirg thus con- 
fronted fice to face, th-y have been plunged into 
all the horrors of discord ar.d anarchy, of divided 
communities and sundered households. In many 
respects, however, we of that region do not 
wh' lly sympathize with the North any more than 
with the extreme South. We deprecate aliko the 
fanatical agitators or one section and the dis- 
union demagogues of the other. I believe I re- 
present the views of multitudes of ever true and 
now suffering patriots when I declare that, 
Southern man and slaveholder as I am, if the 
South in ber madness ard folly will force the 
issue upon the country, of slavery ai d no Union, 
or a Union and no slaverv, 1 am for the Uuion, 
though every o'her instil udon in the country 
perish. I am fi r ^ustalrirg his Union if it shall 
n quire "coercion" or "mWugation, " or, what is 
worse, the annihilation of ibe rebel pof.ulai ion of 
the lard, lbcse prculiartii s in my position, as 
an East Tenneaseean, it will bs seen, have con- 
trrha -d to mould the views wticb I buve ex- 
pressed. 

1 am, therefore, prepared to expect that mai*y 
revders will not concur io all that I hsve said. 
But 1 do verily believe that, 88 a national man, — 
havicg bad an opportunity, at from an inrernio 
diate eminence, to view this question on li>tb 
Milts. — and having observe! the bearings of the 
whole in j-c: for thirty years past, I am enabled 
to suggeet something worthy the consideration of 
my countrymen. Her ce I have not consulted the 
opinions of others, nor r.flscted whether what I 
say would be acceptable or unacceptable, would 
rerder tbe writer popular or unpopular. 1 seek 
only to ntter the profout d convictions cf my own 
micd, in order that, Uod willing, I may be of 
some bet e5t la my day and generation, and, 
without fear or favor, come weal or woe, may 
have the sad privilege of warning my fell iw-oj i- 
zsns, even if 1 may not enj y the cheerful satis- 
faction of convincing ibem. 

I have suffered deeply in person and eitate, 
have avoided no responsibility, have endured evil 
treatment and imprisonment, and been compelLd 
day by day to contemplate the near prospect of 
a brutal (Ua'h upon the g.llows, — all in behalf of 
the sacred oan-e I have esp us d. I avouch II ese 
things as evidence of since ily Not only -o, bu- 
th*y have lef' me in no mood for the u-o of soft- 
ened forms of sp-ech in rarrating such acrs ir 
depicting the actors. Manes I have spuken 
plainly. Extreme fas'ioiousness of taste may, 
perhaps, shn, k wi'h over sen-i iveness from some 
of the language I have employ* d But it was no 
time for dallitnce with polished sentences or en- 
ticing worde; for an imminent necessity — like tbe 
"Uurden" of tbe old Hebrew propba s — was upon 
us, and tbe cause of our Lord and Land c u'd 
be best rerved by the sturdy rbeto ic of detianun 
and tbe unanswerable logic of facts. Tbe i raitors 
merited a swrd tburst s'yle, and dessrved tbe 
strongest epithet I have applied. Mv persecution 
by tbem was such that I had a fair right to 
handle them roughly: they were not worth any 
other mode of treatment; and I have written 
what I have written. 

I cannot close this preface without exprostiog 
my thanks for tbe generous recep'ion I have mtt 
with at ths North. In Cicc nra i, Columbui, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, New York, — indeed, 
wherever I have gone, — I have been welcomed by 
individuals and by public budies with demonstra- 
tion of honor and kindness which Beem like a 
providential recompense for all I have endured 
I hall preserve a life lung recollection of huc'i 
universal and spontanrou. sympathy, and leave 
ite precious memory and memorial's as an heir- 
loom to tbe latest general ion of my descendants. 
I bear this testimony all the mora willingly, be- 
cause these courtesies vindicate in from asper- 
sion, and are occa-ioned by no modification tr 
concealment of my opinion*. I have, every- 
where, condemned Ihs fisorgsnizing propagan- 
dists of the North, aLd have publiclv proclaim' d 
that I wa- a S U'herner by binh, education, and 
habi s; yet, when I also announced that I was a 
National man and uncompromisingly for ths 
Union, I found that otb«r things were forgo ten, 
and that I bad touched a chord which made us 
all of kin. 

God grant that we may, as Stctions, Cburchos, 
and Individuals, realize bow great a share eac'i 
of us has had in bringing about our prese.nt ca- 
lamities, and, consequently, how mcch cf tbe re- 
spnmibility falls upon self as well as upon othm! 
When tbis shall be fair, and when a propor spirit 
shall accompany tbe conviction, the horrors of 
tbis wicked war will be appreciated, the band of 
vengeance will be stayed, sol

The Evacuation or Pekbacola — Ofkicial 
Report or Commodore Porter — Condition 
or Affairs at Mobile.— The following official 
report of tbe evacuation of Pensacola, and the 
state of affairs at Mobile, has been received at tbe 
Navy Department from Commodore Porter: 

U. 8. Steamer Harriet Lane, ) 
Pensacola, May 10, 1862. j" 

Sir: On tbe 7th inst. I left Ship Island, with 
the steamers belonging to the mortar fj >'il!a and 
the Sachem, for Mobile Bar, for the purpo e of 
fixing on a placs for tbe mortar vessels to lie, 
ai d to plant buoys for the ships to run in by 
when they should arrive. Great excitement 
seemed to exist within the forts on the appear- 
ur ce of our steamers. I have reason to tbiok 
that Fort Gaines was evacuated, and tome were 
of opinion that the tro< ps were leaving Fort 
Morg n, but I think that they were reinforcing it 
from Fort Gaioee 

One of our g earners, the Clifton, got ashore 
under the guos of Fort Morgan, which opened fire 
on her, and when they h.d got her range beauti- 
fully and were browing the shot over, tbey stop- 
ped firing. Lieutenant Commanding Bsldwh 
went to work coolly, and got bis vessel off just as 
I sent him assistance, at d while I bad to cover 
him from Commander Randolph's guLboats,wbicb 
were contemplating an attatk on bim. Tbiuking 
better of it, the Co i modoro went up the Mobile. 

*Tbe weather beirg bad, I tent the steamers 
back to Ship Island, and staid myself to relieve 
Lieutenant Commanding F»biger, while he went 
to Ship Islani to coal I cruised that night in 
shore to the eastward in hopes of picking up some 
vessel trying to run the blockade. 

At 2 A. M. a brilliant light illumin ted tbe 
sky, and I discovered tbat the navv yard at Pen- 
sacola, Fort McRea, tho Naval Hospital, War 
rington, and soma parts of Pensacola, were in 
flames. Fort Pickens bombarding with shell, we 
stood for, and, wben light would p.rmit, entered 
the harbor of Pensacola. I Tound all the above 
mention-d places turning fiercely, and m- stly in 
ashes. Without communicating with the fort, 1 
proceeded to the town of Pensacola, where I found 
that General Arnold had already sent Captain 
JackBun, of tbe army, in the schooner Wot ri, to 
call upon tbe town to surrender. 1 sent for the 
Msyor on board tbe Harriet Lane, who promised 
tbat tbe citizens would behave themselves peace- 
fully. 

I found tbat tbe rebels bad evacuated the place 
on bearing tbat our Bt»amers, tbe day before, were 
going to run into Mobile Bay, and tbe iquadron 
and mortar Ho ilia would sion follow tbem. A 
thousand rebels were encamped five miles out of 
Mobile They had destroyed everything tbat 
lime wonld permit. Fort Barrancas, the Marine 
Barracks, rn raster-office in the yard, one new stone 
building, the smiihen , I belUve, and the shear , 
are still in a fair s ate < f preservation. The yard 
wa« go hot tbat I did not go into it. 

Gen. Arnold having no steamer at command, 
and no means oi transportation. I placed the Har- 
riet Lane at bis service, and at 3 o 'cluck tad 400 
men, two pieces of artillery, ana horses and some 
l"gg»ge carta on the other side, when the troi m 
took p weesion and hoisted once more the Unitoii 
Slates flag on the forts and navy yard so long oc- 
cupied by the rebels. 

We land 900 more men on the other side to- 
night, wnen I shall proceed to hunt up some 
steamers for Gen. Arnold to keep open communi- 
cation between tbe United States troops and to 
cover tbem it attacked. He is without any sup- 
port of this kind, so necessary to s General in his

In the meantime the Lieutenant Colonel of tbe 
29th Infantry, with a small d-ttaebnent of bis 
men who bed been acting as a pioneer corps, also 
formed and prepared to receive them. Tbe bat- 
tery was s oa engigel and dUcharged shot acd 
shell for nearly two hours until nearly all its 
ammunition had been expended. Tbe firing was 
epirl'ed and there is no doubt cf its efficiency. 
U Mble, however, to withstand such overwhelm- 
ing force, the order was given to rotire, which 
w,a dme. and 1 be entire column moved oyer tho 
Shenandoah rive , the retro it being ctveret ly 
a company ot tne Oih No* York cavalry about 
eighty strong. 

Wh 1st parsing over tho bridge the Captain 
distinctly saw tbe rebel forces There was a very 
strong column cf c»valry, say four tquadnns, 
eight companies aud five regiments of infantry. 
Oftbi<j force two regiments of infantry and two 
rquadrons of csvalry were fording tbe stroam, 
■ tie water being very low. The order "Double 
q lick" was given, ard the Federals took to the 
pike, when another stand wai made, Col. Kinley, 
addressing the men and telli g thorn tb it 
thtir only chance wus to s^snd and fight to the 
la j t, and o?pec:aiy as t ha rebel civdry wen fast 
pushing ard disp'aying a black flig. Cap'ain 
Smith states that be did not see tbem display 
th« white flag. 

A second stand wa^ ms.de and many shots ex- 
changed, when the N?w York MTftlry. still in ths 
riar of the co umn, br k > and reli ed, riding 
through the ranks of the infantry. A p*rt of th* 
Maryland command retired to u wheat field, and 
there made another stand, firing rapidly and wi h 
deliberate precwon. Present ly, on cime the 
rebel cavilry. cutting right an 1 left, and ytlting 
like Ii diaos. 

In some insttnees r either the dying or wounded 
were spared, and ia two instances the Captain 
saw he rebels draw their pis'els and shoot tbem 
ia the head whilst lying on tbe roadside. The 
Captain told the men they bid bettor escape as 
best they could
